More Important* 
however, was a communication from tbs 
tatter organisation announcing that permis¬ 
sion would) be granted the British Columbia 
clubs to form a Pacific Coast advisory 
board, which will have control of all.shown 
held in the Northwest under Canadian 
League rules. This caused general gratifica¬ 
tion, and Secretary McConnell was Immedi¬ 
ately instructed to communicate with tho 
C. K. L. secretary and come to some defin¬ 
ite agreement as to the personnel and pow¬ 
ers of the proposed advisory board. 

One of the first matters Introduced, after 
the transaction of routine buKiness, was 
the disorganisation of the Western Kennel 
League. The communications from N. J. 
Stewart, secretary o € the defunct organiza¬ 
tion, explaining the situation, which have 
already been published by the Times, were 
read. ‘ After due deliberation the secretary 
was Instructed to WTlte Mr*, fitewart asking 
for a statement of the financial standing of 
the disorganised league, end. providing t 
there are funds in the treasury, that they 
be equally distributed among the Coast 
clubs. 

Letters were submitted from the Seattle 
and Portland club* promising the Victoria 
association's next annual show liberal sup¬ 
port. These were all the more acceptable 
because of the prevailing opinion that the 
action of Victoria in Joining the Canadian 
Kennel League would antagtmlze the Am¬ 
erican clubs. It was explained, however, 
that the association of Victoria, New West¬ 
minster and Vancouver clubs with the C. 
K. C. will have a beneficial effect on Paci¬ 
fic Coast exhibitions. The fact that the 
Dominion League recognizes all wins out¬ 
side of Canada makes It possible for local 
fanciers to secure a championship by win¬ 
ning at the three British Colombia shows 
and nuder two American Judges. While tho 
United States association will not recognize 
C. K. C. wins, dog breeders of Washington. 
Oregon and California will be iuduced to 
show at the three British Columbia ex¬ 
hibitions for the purpose of securing a 
Canadian championship. Therefore, it is 
hoped that the new conditions will plnpt* 
the local associations on a much improved 
standing. 

The communication regarding a 1 British 
Columbia advisory board, which has already 
been referred to, was discussed at length. 
As mentioned, Secretary McConnell was 
entrusted to make all necessary arrange¬ 
ments and submit a report AT the next 
meeting. This board probably will consist 
of delegates from Victoria, New Westmin¬ 
ster and Vancouver and have full Jurisdic¬ 
tion over C. K. C. shows In the Northwest. 

Some preliminary arrangements for the 
forthcoming show were considered. The 
system of offering cash prizes was thought 
Inadvisable and will be abandoned. It was 
decided, however, to spend $150 In cups 
alone for presentation to successful exhibit¬ 
ors. The usual bonuses will be offered largo 
handlera. A special clam for local owned 
and bred dogs Is to be inaugurated, splen¬ 
did medals being put up for winners. This 
step Is taken to encourage local fanciers. 

A meeting of a special committee will be 
held on Wednesday evening next for the 
purpose of arranging for a parlor show to 
take place toward* the end of the month.

Death came almost at the hoar of 
achieving hi* ambition of years—the 
establishment of the Chicago orcheeti# 
in a magnificent permaneut hmm*. Mr. 
Thomas lived fo lead his orchestra in but 
foor concerts in the great new hall, built 
by popular subscription. Hi* last ap¬ 
pearance was at the concert I on Satur¬ 
day. the day before Chirtxmad. It wa* a 
week ago Saturday that Mr. Thomas felt 
the ailment* which culminated in hi* 
death. Apparently the trouble was only 
a slight touch of the grippe. Last Thurs¬ 
day. however, psnooionia- developed. On 
Monday the physkian* felt hopeful of a 
recovery, hut last night there suddenly 
occurred a change for the worse.* 

Theodore Thomas, who wa* the non of 
an expert violinist’, wo* born nt EweR#. 
Hanover. Germany. October lltlt, 1835. 
In 1845 his parent* brought him to the 
United State*, settling in New York 
City. Even nt this early age the boy had 
created tin impression os a violinist. A 
concert’ trip through the southern cl tire 
in 1851 proved such a success that when 
Mr. Thouin* returned to New York ho 
became one of the first violin* in concert 
and operatic performances during the 
engagements in America of Jenny Lind 
Soiling. Chrisi and other great opera sing¬ 
ers. The real beginning in Mr. Thomas'* 
musical career was through a scries of 
chamber concerts at New York during 
the years between 1855 and 1872. In 
l.StM Mr. Thomas's first’ symphony con¬ 
cert* were given at New York, and these 
continued until he left that city in 1878 
to take charge of the College of Music 
at Cincinnati. He remained in Ohio for 
two years. He was elected conductor of 
th© New York Philharmonic Society in 
1879. and this position he held until he 
left New York in 1891. In 1883 Mr. 
Thomas and his orchestra made a tonr 
from New York to Snn Francisco, ap¬ 
pearing at all of the principal cities en 
route. He came to Chicago in 1S91 mql 
formed the Chicago Orchestra Associa¬ 
tion, which he ha* since conducted under 
popular subscription. His effort's lq.thia 
direction culminated ou December 15th. 
when prchestrnl hnll, a building costing 
$.800,000, wa* dedicated a* a permanent 
home for tfye orchestra, of which this is 
the fourteenth season.

young men. He was told there were 
nearly one milliou Canadians in the 
United States. Throughout the length 
and breadth of the country Canadian* 
occupied prominent positions in finance 
and in the professions, notably medicine 
and theology. There they had been suc¬ 
cessful by reason of two special qualities, 
i industry and thoroughness, the only two 
qualities worth anything in the make-up 
of a good man." * 

Then the Doctor relapsed into a semi- 
humorous vein (if stream, by the way, 
which was not thought to run through 
tho family) and niado same suggestions 
which may be of value to the McBride 
Assessment Commission, which is under¬ 
stood to bo anxious to discover some¬ 
thing in British Columbia that lias not 
yet been taxed. Ho said if it were only 
the young men who were leaving he 
would not mind a bit, because there were 
plenty left to run the country. The 
most serious loss was the young women. 
A young man in Western Ontario had 
recently excused his bachelorhood by 
saying all his sweethearts had gone to 
tho United States. ... He felt that 
something should be douo to stop t ha t, 
and he would have a bill introduced at 
the next session of Parliament to put a 
tax on bachelors. Every men at 25 or 
2ti without a family should be compelled 
to help support those who hare douo 
their duty by their country and were 
rearing a coming generation. What do 
the members of the Victoria Property 
Owners' Association, who object to the 
taxation of property for the education of 
children, think of That from a professor 
of Tory Oxford? Furthermore, the 
Doctor would put an export tax of one 
hundred dollars on every Canadian girl 
who emigrated to the United State*. 

Reverting again to the serious part of 
his subject. Professor Osier commented 
on the extraordinary kindness of feeling 
with whlctf Canadians were received in 
the Lnited States. The question uever 
was asked. "Where do you come from?" 
but "What cau you do?” 

Dr. Qsler pointed out that the revolu¬ 
tionary war Jba«l resulted in giving to 
Canada the United Empire Loyalists, the 
picked blood of tho American colonies. ' 
\\ hem We thought of the Fenian raid we j 
should think also of the silent raid of 
Canadians on the United States; and 
when we thought of the Alabaiun claims. I 
from which we got no returns, we should 
remember the thousand* of American* 
spending money at our watering places 
year by year. When wo thought or 
the Alaskan boundary award we should 
remember the millions of acres between 
that and the boundary ghich were being 
tnkeu up by American citizens. 

‘The British relationship of thi* coun¬ 
try is very delicate problem," Dr. Osier 
proceeded. "A great many miles separ¬ 
ate the Mother Country from Canada, 
a ad tho tie, when you come down to it. 
i» only a tie of sentiment. We say ohly 
a tie of Sentiment, but, after all, there 
is no stronger tie than that tie of senti¬ 
ment. But tiiero are difficulties and 
there are troubles, and it will require a 
great deal of patience on the part of the 
politicians of tho Mother Country and on 
the part -of the Canadian politicians 
within the next $5 years to promote the

that the McBride government, for tho 
first time in the history of the province,

year. It appears that in no respect wa9 
such a statement warranted. The 
treasury, on inquiry by members when 
the House meets, will be found in its 
usual chronic state of deficiency. And 
if there were a surplus to report it would 
not be for the first time in the history of 
the province.' 

* On two occasions, we understand, the 
treasurer* of British Columbia, by care¬ 
fully guardiug the' expenditures and 
without unduly oppressing the taxpay¬ 
ers, were enabled to announce that the 
unusual condition of an equilibrium be* 

4 ween revenue and expenditure had been 
produced. One of these notable occas¬ 
ions was the term of Hon. Robert 
Bonven as treasurer, expiring ip 1882. 
Mr. Beaven when he was called to office 
found the finances in a spore hopeless 
state than they are in at the present 
time, considering the relative positions 
as r-'ggrds population, business and 
sources of taxation. The practice of real 
economy and efficiency, coupled with ad¬ 
ministrative capacity, enabled the treas¬ 
urer to announce In his final, year of 
office that not only had actual current 
liabilities been met, but that the provin- 
eial debt had been substantially reduced 
by the payment of debentures. 

But tho electorate of that day did not 
believe in what it called a cheese-paring ] 
policy. 1 1 * wanted big things, aud it was , 
willing to mortgage its future iu order to 
attain large end9. lion. John Robson, 
the sessional papers show, succeeded 
f Hon. Rohert Beaven as treasurer. Then 
began the days of extravagance in ex¬ 
penditures and wanton waste of public 
resources-we are called upon to suffer for 
to-day. 

-We are told flint the governments re¬ 
sponsible were not Tory; they were com¬ 
posite. We say they were typically 
Tory every one of them, because in every 
case Toryism dominated in their coun¬ 
cils. The only really composite govern¬ 
ment was that of Hod. Charles A. Sctn- 
lin. It was sincerely desirous of insti¬ 
tuting reforms, and might-have sucoeed- 
ed but for the inhercut weakness of its 
composite character. 

The McBridje government is also too 
weak, even if ite members jsissessed the 
ability, to institute the administrative re¬ 
forms that must precede the rehabilita¬ 
tion of the province financially. It can¬ 
not take any radical step* for fear of 
incurring the resentment of the one or 
two members who 'Constitute it* major¬ 
ity. It ha* faithfully followed the pro- 
cedent* set by Its predecessors inewacri- 
ficing the known valuable resource* of 
British Columbia, the assets which have 
been estimated by competent! authorities 
to be of sufficient potential value to even¬ 
tually wipe out all our liabilities and 
leave u* with a clean sheet. After the 
lapse of n few years we shall be awaken¬ 
ed to the value of the sacrifice by such 
a revelation as that which followed the 
exploitation of the Crow's Nest coal 
field*. Then we shall appreciate at its 
true value the statesmanship of the Mc¬ 
Bride government. 

If we had a government that display¬ 
ed some conception of the nature of it* 
responsibilities and made some effort to 
meet them, we might with some appear¬ 
ance of consistency appeal to Ottawa.

of tin- Seas." The naval pow»*r of 
France, Italy and Russia had decreased, 
and Great Britain was now so strong 
that she could easily face two, or even 
three, opponents simultaneously. Ger¬ 
many could at present ouly send thirteen 
battleships to sea: and of this number 
only two could claim to be completely 
efficient. Great Britain, on the other 
hand, could immediately send out forty- 
one battleships independent of the Medi¬ 
terranean fleet. In view of these figure*, 
he declared that British suspicions of 
Germany’* naval ambitions were ridicu¬ 
lous, and that Great Britain had no rea¬ 
son to object to the further development 
of the German navy. "In any ca*e/ r 
concluded Count Reuntlow, "we must 
rapidly increase our navy without pay¬ 
ing attention to Great Britain. By pur¬ 
suing an euergetic naval policy we may 
eventually secure allies. At present we 
are isolated from a naval point of view, 
while Great Britain is endeavoring to 
cultivate closer relations with Russia in 
order to leave us still more isolated In 
the future."
